IN 'THIs ISSUE 


S$ USUAL, readers who 
looked to the Examiner 
for the insider dope on 
the Insiders upheaval 
didn’t get anything near the real 


story. 

What the general public got was 
a happy story about a new commit- 
ment to covering City Hall, illus- 
trated with the smiling faces of the 
two reporters — Jane Ganahl and 
Barbara Taylor — who will be 
writing the column now that Andy 
Ross and Phil Matier have jumped 
across the alley to the Chronicle. 

Another side of the story was 
laid out in an internal memo sent to 
the staff Dec. 18 by executive edi- 
tor Phil Bronstein and obtained by 
the Bay Guardian. The memo made 
no attempt to hide the bad blood 
between the JOA sisters, especially 
with the merger of the two papers 
looming ever closer. 

Rumors have been flying thick 
and fast about private negotiations 
for one paper to buy the other, and 
the memo tends to confirm those 
suspicions. Bronstein, for example, 
noted that “many things are hap- 
pening on both the corporate and 
journalistic planes that make their 
[Matier and Ross] choice seem 
quite confounding and astounding.” 

He went on to slam the 
Chronicle, apparently to dissuade 
any others who might be consider- 
ing jumping ship. 

“Knowing the Chronicle as I 
do,” Bronstein wrote, “I’m con- 
vinced that if Matier and Ross had 
decided to stay here, the attitude 
across the alley would have been 
minor disappointment that they 
couldn’t both nail us and somehow 
simply buy some of the SF cover- 
age they did not have the interest in 
developing themselves. Then, the 
usual arrogance of the we’re-the- 
morning-paper, amused detach- 
ment/nonchalance would have set 
in.” 

Bronstein assured the staff that 
the Ex, on the other hand, will con- 
tinue its hard-hitting coverage, such 
as the Fat City series. Triumphantly 
digging up penny-ante scandals, the 
series bolsters the downtown-busi- 
ness view that budget-cutting, 
rather than raising taxes to meet 
city residents’ needs, is the way to 
solve fiscal problems. 

According to Bronstein’s memo, 
the Insiders’ switch could be just 
the beginning of the musical chairs 
that often precede a JOA merger. 
The memo reported that “a number 
of very high-profile Chronicle folks 
have approached us about jobs in 
recent months, finally fed up with 
the situation over there.” 

Obviously, JOA reporters are 
betting their careers on which paper 
will survive. Here at the Bay 
Guardian, there’s a six-pack of 
Anchor Steam riding on it.

The gift of healthy childhood 


HIS SEASON’S public celebrations, 

caroling, even gift-giving — 

despite all the commercialism and 

drudgery — express goodwill and 
community. This is traditionally a time when 
people reflect on that spirit. 

And the most essential part of that good- 
will and sense of community is the care and 
nurturing of the young. Giving presents to 
children doesn’t just boost the retail industry 
— it symbolizes something much deeper in 
the meaning of the season. 

It’s become routine for newspapers, 
appealing to that seasonal spirit, to print sto- 
ries of unfortunate children in order to raise 
money for poor families. But this year the 
news carried an appalling message: Acute 
poverty, hunger, disease, neglect, and 
despair are not exceptions, but are increas- 
ingly the everyday reality of millions of chil- 
dren in the United States and around the 
world. 

Reports released simultaneously last 
week by the United Nations Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF) and the Children’s Defense Fund 
revealed such overwhelming suffering and 
stunted lives for so many children that we 
can’t really grasp what the statistics mean, 
so painful we don’t really try. But it’s hap- 
pening to millions of children, each of whom 
is just like the child in your own life, except 
that he or she is sick or hungry or abused or 
alone, or all of these. 

When Santa appeared this week at San 
Francisco City Hall with Coleman Advo- 
cates for Children and Youth to present his 
wish list for kids, his statement concluded 
with the wish for “a citizenry that under- 
stands that these are not someone else’s chil- 
dren. They are all our children.” 

Local organizations like Coleman Advo- 
cates in San Francisco, statewide groups like 
Children Now and the Children’s Advocacy 
Institute, and, nationally, the Children’s 
Defense Fund, are all working to build a 
grass-roots mass movement for children that 
can hold politicians, employers, and com- 
munity institutions responsible for meeting 


their obligations toward kids. 

Children Now president Jim Steyer says 
his group’s immediate agenda emphasizes 
three goals: health care, universal access to 
quality preschool care, and enforcement of 
child support by absent parents. 

In addition, Children’Now will soon 
launch a major citizen’s campaign promot- 
ing “50 simple things you can do for kids,” 
as a parent, voter, volunteer, and member of 
the community. 

Legislative goals, Steyer says, are not 
enough. We need a fundamental shift in pub- 
lic values, consciousness, and commitment 
to children. 

The Children’s Advocacy Institute, with 
a coalition of dozens of organizations 
around the state, will continue to fight cuts 
in funding for programs that meet children’s 
basic needs, even though the cuts made in 
the last few years have already decimated 
many crucial programs. (Funds for child 
abuse-prevention services, for example, 
have been cut more than 50 percent since 
1988, although reports of child abuse have 
increased dramatically.) 

In San Francisco, Coleman Advocates is 
emphasizing the importance of involving 
children, youth, and parents in shaping the 
city’s priorities for children. To encourage 
this input, Coleman has started a hot line that 
will record callers’ suggestions and com- 
ments about services for the city’s children. 

Meanwhile, dozens of ongoing programs 
that serve children, from tutoring programs 
to preschools to clinics to emergency shel- 
ters, need many kinds of support. 

Hillary Clinton, like Santa, recently 
expressed the holiday message we want to 
send: At the Children’s Defense Fund 
awards dinner she said, “The first obligation 
of any generation is the care and nurturing of 
the next.”

Getting tough on SF watchdogs 


O PARAPHRASE Voltaire, the public is 
generally safe except when the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors is in 
session. 

After giving away millions in concessions 
to the Giants, after refusing to go after PG&E 
and its multimillion-dollar sweetheart deals 
with the city, after refusing to raise franchise 
fees on utilities, the supervisors have once 
again continued their policy of wrongheaded 
budget-balancing, taking it easy on the big 
guys and socking it to the public. 

On Monday, Dec. 21, the supervisors quiet- 
ly voted 9-0, with 2 absent, to levy hefty new 
fees on members of the public who want pub- 
lic-meeting agendas mailed to them, and on 
people who want to copy public documents. 

As the article on Page 9 shows, the fees are 
top dollar, designed to make City Hall even 
less helpful and ever more expensive, secret, 
and inaccessible to the public. 

Now if you want to receive the board agen- 
da by mail, you must pay $120 for a year’s 
“subscription.” Meeting agendas of three key 
bodies (the full board and its Finance and Leg- 
islative committees) will cost a whopping 
$325 a year. 


The fact that the board levied a $35 fee for 
the agendas of the Legislative Committee is 
particularly notable. We can’t remember ever 
seeing an agenda for this mysterious commit- 
tee, which meets quietly and sets city policies, 
such as last year’s refusal to voice loud oppo- 
sition to the PG&E sellout bill that made it 
more difficult and costly for the city to buy out 
PG&E and bring cheap public power to San 
Francisco. 

Also notable is the new copying charge for 
public documents. At 25 cents for the first 
page and 10 cents thereafter, it clearly 
exceeds charges in most photocopy stores, 
although the Public Records Act says govern- 
ments can charge only for the direct cost of 
duplication. 

The supervisors’ principle is clear: Go after 
the watchdogs who need public documents to 
keep an eye on city government, but for God’s 
sake don’t touch PG&E. This decision is yet 
more evidence of the need to reform the Public 
Records Act. 


P.S. Ata minimum, the board ought to move immedi- 


ately to mitigate this new public-access disaster by 
directing that meeting agendas and minutes be placed 
in a timely manner in the city’s branch libraries.

POLICE ENFORCEMENT 

Police Commissioner David Detrick’s letter 
[Letters, 12/16/92] attempting to explain away 
the commission’s dismissal of the remaining 
Castro Sweep disciplinary case from Oct. 6, 
1989, just doesn’t add up. 

Commissioner Detrick claims that the find- 
ings of the Office of Citizen Complaints (OCC) 
could not be upheld because the crowd-control 
policy reforms were not in place at the time of 





this incident, But in at least one of the two 
cases, the officer was specifically found to have 
violated the department’s use-of-force policy, 
which has not changed at all in seven years! 

I know because I tried the case before an 
OCC hearing officer and obtained the sustained 
finding concluding that the officer had, indeed, 
used unnecessary force. A videotape of the 
incident clearly showed the officer involved 
Tunning up to my client and immediately and 
without waming violently shoving him in the 
back with his baton. My client, a mere 
bystander at the demonstration, offered no 
resistance and posed no threat to anyone. 

_ The SFPD’s use-of-force policy requires 
that peaceful, non-resisting people be given an 
opportunity to comply with a verbal command 
before any force is appropriate — much less 
use of batons. Department training also pro- 
hibits baton blows to the back because of the 
tisk of spinal injuries. The OCC found these 
clear and long-standing policy mandates were 
violated and the Police Commission should 
have found so also. In short, contrary to Det- 
tick’s claim, the new crowd-control reforms 
were irrelevant to this case. 

Perhaps even more incredible is Commis- 
sioner Detrick’s claim that this Police Commis- 
sion is, in fact, currently enforcing the new 
crowd-control policies. Well, it’s been more 
than eight months now since those policies 
were blatantly disregarded in the series of ille- 
gal mass arrests in the wake of the Simi Valley 
verdict in the Rodney King case and this com- 
mission still has not scheduled a long-promised 
public hearing into these incidents. It’s been 
more than four months since the ACLU 
released its 35-page report documenting in 
great detail exactly how those policies were 
violated. We sent the commission a copy and 
asked them to respond. We’ve heard nothing. 

Far from enforcing these policies, this “see 
no evil, hear no evil” Police Commission con- 
tinues to sit by silently while their mayor con- 
tinues to point to these mass arrests as one of 
the few major “accomplishments” of his first 
year in office.

SF puts stiff 
mail charge on 
city minutes 
AN FRANCISCO City Hall 
watchdogs are up in arms 
about a proposed new barrier 
to getting information about 
city government. For the first time, 


the Board of Supervisors will charge . 


a fee — a hefty $120 a year — for 
mailing out its agendas. 

The Board of Supervisors gave 
tentative approval to the fees at its 
Dec. 21 meeting, but will consider 
the matter for final approval Jan. 4. 

“T’m threatening major havoc and 
to throw up a picket line,” said envi- 
ronmental activist Sue Hestor. 

Fees would also be imposed on 
those receiving mailed agendas for 
the board’s Finance Committee, 
meeting minutes, and other docu- 
ments. 

Terry Francke, executive director 
of the California First Amendment 
Coalition, commented: “It sounds as 
if this is a budget-balancer. Someone 
started with a hole that had to be 
filled and backed the numbers out of 
it” 

Supervisor Terence Hallinan con- 
firmed, “We’re charging because of 
budget cuts.” 

The state Public Records Act 
allows government agencies to 
recover their duplication and mailing 
costs by charging fees, but Francke 
Said it might be possible to show that 
some of the fees exceed the city’s 
actual cost of duplication and 
postage. For example, copies of indi- 
vidual documents will now cost 25 
cents for the first page, and 10 cenis 
for each additional page — well 
above the charges of most commer- 
cial photocopy services. 

Oakland lawyer James R. 
Wheaton said the mailing charges 
were in the range charged by other 
jurisdictions for mailing out copies 
of public documents. 

Under the new fee structure, in 
addition to $120 a year for the super- 
visors’ agendas, a year’s “subscrip- 
tion” to the Finance Committee 
agendas would cost $70; mailed 
agendas of the supervisors’ Legisla- 
tive Committee would be $35 a year. 
The three together would cost $325. 
A mailing of the full Board of Super- 
visors packet with backup documen- 
tation for agenda items would cost 
$290 a year. 

To receive the minutes for Board 
of Supervisors meetings would cost 
another $240 per year, or. $3 per 
copy requested. Anyone wanting to 
appeal to the board a conditional-use 
pemmit granted by the Planning 
Commission would have to pay ~ 
$275. Waivers of all fees would be 
granted at the discretion of the clerk 
of the Board of Supervisots.

UPDATES 


+ Disney 1, Fish 0: As expected, 
the Port Commission gave 
approval Dec. 16 for a souvenir 
shop to take over a storage shed 
formerly used by a fish-processing

company on Pier 47. 

But at least one waterfront 
activist has vowed to try to get the 
lease canceled. 

Bob Tibbits, co-chair of the 
Waterfront Committee of the Tele- 
graph Hill Dwellers, told the Bay 
Guardian, “I am going to take it to 
[Bay Conservation and Develop- 
ment Corp.] and see if we can stop 
it there.” 

As it stands, Guardino’s Sou- 
venir and Gift Co. now owns the 
remaining 43 years on a long-term 
lease initially granted in 1975 to the 
United Shellfish Co., which is 
going out of business. According to 
port officials, Guardino’s will use 
the shed to store fish for a sidewalk 
crab pot it operates in the Fisher- 
man’s Wharf area. 

Pier 47, under various water- 
front plans, is supposed to be used 
only for water-related or maritime 
use. 
Tibbits said it was “a little 
stretch of the imagination” for the 
port to affirm that Guardino’s crab 
pot is a maritime use. 

Due to a misunderstanding of a 
sentence in a letter from Tibbits, 
the Bay Guardian erroneously 
teported last week that the Water- 
front Plan Advisory Committee 
had agreed to go along with the 
Guardino’s sublease. It has not. 
The committee has called for mar- 
itime uses for Pier 47.

+ Talks about Castro building 
continue. The Bank of America 
has reached a tentative agreement 
to sublease its former branch office 
at Castro and Market streets to the 
Life Center, an AIDS resource 
foundation. If all goes well, the 
Life Center could move into the 
landmark building in a few months, 
and a ticket booth for gay and les- 
bian arts groups could open at the 
site by spring. 

San Francisco Supervisor Ter- 
ence Hallinan announced the “ten- 
tative deal” on Dec. 17, and the 
bank and the Life Center were still 
negotiating terms of the lease on 
Dec. 22. 


The Life Center’s proposal had 
been endorsed by an advisory com- 
mittee appointed by Supervisors 
Hallinan, Roberta Achtenberg, 
Carole Migden, and Harry Britt. 
The supervisors said the building 
would be an ideal office for non- 
profit organizations serving the gay 
and lesbian community, because 
the site is the “gateway to the Cas- 
tro. ” 


The Life Center plans to occupy 
the BofA building for three years 
while construction gets under way 
on new offices at 16th, Market, and 
Noe streets — formerly the site of 
Trinity United Methodist Church. 
When the Life Center moves out, 
the bank building would be occu- 
pied by Golden Gate Performing 
Arts, an umbrella organization for 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s Cho- 
tus and other ventures.

+ Producers hit Viacom plan. Via- 
com, San Francisco’s cable televi- 
sion company, kicked up another 
dust storm of protest last week, this 
time among producers of shows for 
its public-access Channel 25. Most 
of the 70 or so producers who 
attended Viacom’s briefing Dec. 15 
expressed opposition to the compa- 
ny’s proposal for a new scheduling 
plan. 


To ease the waiting list of about 
140 producers who have signed up 
for time slots on the channel, Via- 
com proposed limiting each pro- 
ducer to 18 shows. Current pro- 
grams would be moved off to make 
toom for those on the waiting list. 

The Channel 25 controversy 
spilled over into the battle about 
funds for the city’s municipal- 
access channel (see On Guard, 
12/16/92): The Board of Supervi- 
sors postponed for two weeks its 
scheduled Dec. 21 vote on taking 
the channel’s unspent funds to pay 
other bills. Supervisor Willie 
Kennedy told the Bay Guardian she 
moved for the postponement 
because of the controversy over 
Channel 25. 

Meanwhile, groups of public- 
access producers are meeting to 





discuss strategies for countering 
Viacom’s proposal, according to 
Emie Merriwether, who produces a 
show called We the People. 

Martin Pesarisi, who for three 
years has produced and co-hosted a 
popular call-in talk show, The New 
American, said he was “irate” at the 
Viacom scheduling proposal. He 
said his show, whose guests 
include artists, musicians, and film- 
makers, has spent years building a 
relationship with its audience. 

Channel 25 director Michael 
Freeman told the Bay Guardian 
Viacom will consider input from 
producers but hasn’t yet decided 
whether to pursue the new schedul- 
ing plan. 

Zane Blaney, director of the 
Community Television Corp. 
(CTC) called Viacom’s proposal a 
“shell game.” Merriwether said 
producers want Viacom to solve 
the waiting-list problem by 
expanding Channel 25 hours to 
operate round-the-clock. They also 
want Viacom to provide more and 
better equipment — Pesarisi said 
those familiar with other cities’ 
public-access channels report that 
San Francisco’s has “the crummi- 
est equipment [and] the lowest 
number of programming hours.” 

Finally, many producers want 
Viacom to turn over management 
of the channel to the CTC, a non- 
profit group the Board of Supervi- 
sors set up with the goal that it 
would eventually run Channel 25. 

Recently Viacom rejected a 
proposal to expand hours by allow- 
ing trained volunteers to operate 
Channel 25 on Sunday evenings. 
In its current negotiations with the 
city, the company has also rejected 
the idea of turing over more man- 
agement functions to CTC. The 
city’s Telecommunications Policy 

Committee, however, will include 
that recommendation, along with 
recommendations for increased 
hours and improved equipment, in 
the proposal it gives the Board of 
Supervisors early next year, 
Blaney said.

They said they were sad 
and sent it to committee

BART Board of Direc- 
tors has finally acknowl- 
edged that something dis- 
turbing happened on the 

night of Nov. 15, when a BART cop 


“named Fred Crabtree shot and killed 


19-year-old Jerrold Hall over a $60 
Walkman radio. 

After four weeks of ducking, 
weaving, and stonewalling on the 
part of transit agency staff, five of the 
nine elected BART directors had to 
sit in their comfortable boardroom 
chairs Dec. 17 and listen as the father 
and brother of the victim, along with 
at least half a dozen community 
activists, denounced the shooting and 
demanded that the board respond. 

And after much wringing of 
hands, the board members acted: 
They told Comelius Hall and his 
family that they all felt bad, and they 
referred the matter to a committee. 

On Dec. 29, a typically convenient 
day, an ad hoc board panel chaired by 
Wil Ussery is slated to consider the 
shooting, along with the recent 
abduction of a passenger from out- 
side the MacArthur BART station 
and other general issues of “BART 
security.” 


35 DAYS AND COUNTING 
Meanwhile, the only known living 
victim of the bloody BART train rob- 
bery still sits ina maximum security 
Santa Rita jail cell, unable to afford 
$10,000 bail, on charges that under 
almost any normal circumstances 
would have been dismissed. 

As of press time, John Owens, 20, 
has been locked up for 35 days. He 
faces six years. At the very worst, 
Owens may have helped steal a $60 
Walkman radio from a man who fled 
when the cops arrived. 

By some witness accounts, the 
man who reported the crime had a 
bag full of Walkmans and was trying 
to sell one of them to Owens and his 
friend, Jerrold Hall. It’s safe to 
assume the mystery man didn’t have 
a business license — and even if he 
did, BART doesn’t allow that sort of 
transaction on the trains. It’s against 
the law. 

I’ve read through quite a few wit- 
ness statements on the events of that 
Sunday evening, and I can easily con- 
struct a reasonable hypothetical sce- 
nario that goes like this: 

Owens and Hall get on the BART 
train and run into a guy trying to ped- 
dle hot radios. They jawbone a while, 
maybe try to act tough, and the guy 
decides it’s not worth his time to 
screw around — there are two of 
them, and only one of him. Hey: He 
didn’t pay for the stuff anyway. 

So he gives them a Walkman, 
waits until they split and then decides 
to get back at them and call the cops. 
The Walkman guy knows the cops 
don’t get too excited about $60 radio 


robberies, so he tells the train opera- 
tor that the kids have a gun. Once the 
cops make the bust, it won’t matter 
— and he doesn’t intend to be around 
to account for his little fabrication. 

Then the BART cop who arrives 
in the Hayward parking lot shoots 
Jerrold Hall in the back, and the mys- 
tery man freaks. He runs out of the 
station and vanishes into the night. 

A witness who contacted police 
several hours after the alleged rob- 
bery gave the following account: 

“I was at the Greyhound bus sta- 
tion in Hayward, around 8:30 p.m., ... 
when a black guy [meeting the 
description of the mystery man] came 
up to me and asked my advice. 

“He told me he was just robbed 
[ona BART train] and wondered 
what he should do about it.... lasked 
him if he gave his name to the police. 
He said no, that he was scared. 

“He told me that the cops had 
arrived on the scene and told the rob- 
bers to stop. He said one of the two 
robbers got down, and the other one 
kept walking. He said the cop shot 
him. I asked him if the robber 
reached for his waistband [as if to 
pull a gun]. The guy said he didn’t 
know. 

“The guy repeatedly asked me, ‘If 
you get shot with a shotgun, are you 
going to die?’ ” 


A BART PAWN 

So: We don’t have a robbery victim. 
We don’t have a gun. None of the 
witnesses who signed police state- 
ments reported seeing any weapon 
of any sort. None of their statements 
provide clear evidence of a felony 
robbery. 

Isuspect the Alameda County 
District Attorney’s Office has plenty 
of serious, violent felony crimes to 
prosecute and not enough staff to 
handle the load. I know the Alameda 
County Sheriff has plenty of violent 
felons in Santa Rita and not enough 
maximum security space for them 
all. The odds of winning a felony 
conviction on this one are pretty 
slim; most prosecutors, if they didn’t 
drop the case altogether, would 
probably reduce the charges, let the 
kid (who has no prior record) plead 
to some sort of misdemeanor, and go 
home on 12 months’ probation. 

But no: The DA’s Office has 
refused to accept anything less than 
a felony plea from John Henry 
Owens. I can make an educated 
guess as to why. 

If Owens is convicted as a violent 
felon, then the cop who confronted 
the two suspects Nov. 15 will have a 
much easier time convincing a 
judge, jury, and the public that he 
was potentially in danger — and his 
decision to shoot and kill Jerrold 
Hall will look a whole lot less outra- 
geous.

6 AST MONTH there were a 
great number of elimi- 
nations at KRON. The 
producers and talent of 

Home Turf were among them,” 
director of programming Dave 
Salinger said from his office a week 
ago Monday. “As for the ratings in 
the Monday 3-to-4 p.m. slot — we 
had hoped for more. Home Turfhas 
a committed and loyal audience, 
but unfortunately, it was small.” 
Home Turf, KRON’s afternoon 
teen talk-show and hip hop show- 
case, has been canceled after an 
eight-year run. For years a place 
where local teenagers could tune in 
and see what was up at 
high schools all over the 
Bay Area — a place 
where kids could check 
out other kids surfing, 
skating, dancing, study- 
ing, and doing volun- 
teer work — Home 
Turf, hosted by the eter- 
nally teenage-looking 
will be sorely missed. 
“It’s hard for me to 
know what’s going on at 
KRON right now,” Di 
Prima said from her San 
Francisco home last week Wednes- 
day. “I do know there were a lot of 
layoffs. KRON has basically elimi- 
nated their programming.” She dis- 
agrees with Dave Salinger about the 
ratings. “HT had been on for eight 
years, and our ratings had been grow- 
ing, not shrinking.” One of HT’s pro- 
ducers, KRON veteran John Fromer, 
adds that the program often beat out 
everything else in the time slot, even 
when they were showing reruns. 
“Even,” he says, “when we were 
showing a rerun fora second time.” 
Salinger confirmed that a lot of 
people had been calling and writing 
KRON, saddened by and protesting 
the Home Turf cancellation. “But 
what I think that what people are 
not informed about,” Salinger said, 
“is that KRON has a long history of 


‘ commitment to children’s and 


youth programming. Home Turf is 
just one show of many. We will 
continue to serve that audience, will 
continue to give youth a voice.” He 
added confidently that “we already 
have something else in the works.” 
Di Prima is not so sure. “When 
they laid me off that was one thing, 
but when they laid off the produc- 
ers, Chris Metcalfe and John 
Fromer, I started worrying about 
KRON’s commitment to young 
people in general, and to our demo- 
graphic specifically. Chris and John 
have 44 years between them at 
KRON. They did Just Kiddin’, Git 
Box Tickle, Buster & Me — they 
have won every major national 
award for kids’ programming. All 





of their work is about empower- 
ment — and they know how to 
change with the times.” 

Di Prima feels that part of 
KRON’s problem with the show 
was that KRON was not set up to 
deal with Home Turf’s demo- 
graphic (young, urban, many 
“people of color”). “They did not 
know how to capitalize on the 
kind of show we had. It’s not 
something they’ ve had to deal 
with.” Asked whether KRON had 
trouble selling ads to support the | 
show, she says, “That was part of 
it. They didn’t know how to mar- 
ket it, who to market it to.” 

For years Home Turfhas hada 
decidedly hip hop slant, but then so 

has youth culture at 
large. The Bay Area is 
one of the three largest 
markets for hip hop 
music in the country. 
Local performers made 
the pilgrimage to Home 
Turf with little prod- 
ding, and touring per- 
formers often stopped in 
on their way in or out of 
town. Bay Area kids 
lined up to be in the stu- 
dio audience, making 
Di Prima one of the Bay 
Area’s most visible role 





models. 


“Our audience is underrepresent- 
ed and in need of service,” she says. 
“And the ratings thing — our demo- 
graphic is not reflected accurately in 
the ratings books for a number of 
reasons. For one, they don’t have 
Nielsen boxes in the projects. Two, 
a lot of [other] kids watch TV on the 
secondary set, which usually 
doesn’t have a Nielsen.” 

She’s right when she stresses 
that HT has validated young people 
and youth culture — she has fea- 
tured everybody from Public 
Enemy’s Chuck D to Arrested 
Development, to local hip hop 
clothing merchandisers, to young 
people who own their own busi- 
ness, to Joe Marshall, head of the 
Omega Boys Club. Tom Brokaw 
paid a visit to Home Turf last year 
— and got asked plenty of pointed 
questions about network news by 
the kids in the audience. “Kids 
could see that they could get to 
media, that media doesn’t, or at 
least doesn’t have to, control them,” 
Di Prima explains. 

Di Prima seems sad but pragmat- 
ic about the demise of Home Turf: 
She is moving to Los Angeles, she 
says, “because that’s where the work 
is.” She’s curious to see, though, 
what KRON will come up with in 
terms of youth programming. “I 
hope they come up with something 
good,” she says, “because our audi- 
ence — if they’re going to get 
pimped by the media, they at least 
need to be served by it.” @.

OMETIMES YOU become con- 

vinced that a certain director 

can do anything. So it is with 

Kenneth Branagh. From 
Shakespeare to defter homage than 
Brian DePalma could ever imagine 
to his newest, a biting ensemble 
dramedy, Branagh’s range of style 
and subject material makes even 
superlative American directors like 
Scorsese look like one-note won- 
ders. 

Peter’s Friends opens in 1982 
with a glimpse of the main charac- 
ters, a performing troupe about to 
graduate from college. The scene 
then shifts (through a great montage 
of news clips) to 1992. The epony- 
mous Peter has just inherited his 
father’s estate and invites his friends 
to party there over New Year’s. Of 
course, they pack up all their bag- 
gage and bring it along. 

Marital problems, unspoken 
tragedy, all sorts of sexual problems 
— they spend the weekend listening 
to 1980s songs (the weak of stomach 
beware) and making one another 
confront their realities, like a big est 

ing. But instead of pathos we 
get belly laughs, courtesy of the 
script by Rita Rudner and Martin 
Bergman. (Rudner also plays 
Branagh’s typical American wife — 
a sitcom-starring recovering bulim- 
ic. It’s a juicy role that threatens to 
steal the movie.) 

By its very nature as an ensemble 
piece, Peter’s Friends is a movie 
made up of many perfect bright-as- 


diamonds moments. If the whole 
doesn’t add up to more than the sum 
of its parts, you still arrive at the 
abrupt ending not exactly fulfilled, 
but wanting to spend more time with 
these delicately shaded characters. 
Beeban Kidron, another talented 
British director with a dizzyling 
stylistic range, has gotten her hands 
ona big Hollywood budget and 
turned in a movie that’s going to 
make a large amount of money. 
Used People stars Shirley Mac- 
Laine, Kathy Bates, and Jessica 
Tandy as a family of Jewish (!) 
women without husbands in the late 
1960s. Marcello Mastroianni pur- 
sues MacLaine, even though he’s 
Italian and her husband has just 
died. There’s some great shtick, 
including a dark parody of The 
Graduate. But ultimately, it’s about 
life, it’s about love, it’s about two 
hours long. If you liked Fried Green 
Endearments, you'll love it. @

HAT COULD SCREEN- 
WRITER David Mamet 
and director Danny 
DeVito have had in 
mind when they made Hoffa — their 
movie about the late Teamster boss? 
Jimmy Hoffa as flawed populist 








hero? As low-brow Lear undone by 
friends and obsessive unionism? Or 
is this a postlib attempt to gut the 
romance from the blue-collar heroes 
in Norma Rae and Matewan? 

What they’ve come up with is a 
flat docudrama that succeeds — inad- 
vertently, I think — in shedding some 
light on the spiritual impoverishment 
of white American blue-collar life. 
The film follows Hoffa (Jack Nichol- 
son, looking angular and under con- 
trol) from his days as a wildcatting 
Teamster izer through his face- 
off with Bobby Kennedy, his jail sen- 
tence, and finally his murder. He’s 
tough, inordinately stubborn, and 
pragmatic: “Life is negotiation,” he 
says — nota tactic but a what-you- 
see-is-what-you-get way of being 
that’s as purely American as it is 
shallow and uninformed. 

It’s not Hoffa’s stick-to-the-facts 
approach that’s the problem as much 
as the facts Mamet and DeVito stick 
to: As unionist, Hoffa lacked the 
political or personal dimensions of a 
Harry Bridges. And if his roots were 
in the bitter hardships of the Depres- 
sion years, his legacy lies in helping 
a generation of workers forget those 
struggles in postwar Levittowns and 
shopping malls. This is interesting, 
but it’s about as dramatically excit- 
ing as your average Teamster busi- 
ness agent. 

Why not spice things up with 
more about the Teamsters’ vicious 
internal politics? About Hoffa’s 
mob ties? About the Republicaniza- 
tion of the American worker? 
Nicholson gives it his best shot, but 
Mamet and DeVito don’t give him 
much to work with. You can learn 
more about Jimmy Hoffa hanging 
out in a suburban sports bar ora 
Midwest truck stop than you can 
from Hoffa the movie, and you'll 
have a lot more fun, too. @

FOREVER YOUNG 

It's not easy to be forever young if 
you're unmistakably old hat, and that’s 
what definitely puts Steve Miner's 
movie in the very Miner leagues. The 
year’s 1939. Intrepid-in-the-air test pilot 
Mel Gibson can’t get off the ground 
when it comes to proposing to child- 
hood sweetheart/true love Isabel Glass- 
er, so when a serious accident leaves 
her comatose he just can’t cope, and 
opts for a cryogenic copout, with 
instructions to be awakened only if she 
gets better. He goes into deep freeze, 
taking the movie with him, so that 
when, 53 years later, two 10-year-old 
boys accidentally unplug him, so to 
speak, Gibson barely reacts to waking 
up in 1992. Equally odd is his interest in 
the mother of one of the boys, Jamie 
Lee Curtis, as the shallow movie gets 
bogged down more deeply and gen- 
uine emotion’s left out in the cold. 
Everything else, however, induding 
Gibson's performance, ages even 
before you can repeat the title. (Metro, 
SF; ACT, Berk.) 


SCENT OF AWOMAN 

New England prep school scholarship 
student Chris O’Donnell can’t afford to 
go home for Thanksgiving. Instead, he 
agrees to take care of blind, anything- 
buttovable, womanizing, drunk Col. Al 
Pacino, but refuses to inform on friends 
who pulled a crazy stunt and conse- 
quently faces expulsion after the holi- 
day. Pacino tricks O‘Donnell into taking 
him to New York and a palatial suite at 
the Waldorf Astoria and, one way and 
another, gives the boy more education 
than he ever dreamed of via all the luxu- 
rious aspects of the Good Life. (There’s 
ascene in which Pacino tangos with a 
lovely young girl that's positively magi- 
cal, and watching O’Donnell pick up a 
Ferrari and teach Pacino how to drive it 
is wild.) Then it’s time for O’Donnell to 
go back to school and face the music, in 
arah! rah!, audience-delighting, Pac- 
no-assisted scene in Martin Brest’s emo- 
tionally multi-layered, flawlessly acted 
film that also exudes the odor of perfec- 
tion. (Kabuki, SF) 


USED PEOPLE 

The last thing tart-tongued widow 
Shirley MacLaine expected at her hus- 
band’s funeral was to be picked up by a 
stranger — the nerve of the klutz! Not 
really, he’s silk-suited, spit-shine-shoed 
Marcello Mastroianni, who knew her 
late husband years ago and has been 
her secret admirer ever since. Jessica 
Tandy, MacLaine’s even tarter-tongued 
mother, is scandalized. So are 
MacLaine’s two daughters, frumpy, 
overweight Kathy Bates, and pretty 
Marcia Gay Harden, who lives in a 
dream movie-star world and neglects 
her 12-year-old son. So when MacLaine 
accepts her admirer’s invitation for cof- 
fee, everyone's appalled as their worlds 
change forever. Bates tells MacLaine 
some home truths and announces she’s 
leaving for California, Harden really 
looks at her life, as does Tandy with old 
friend Syivia Sidney, in Beeban Kidron‘s 
warm, wonderful, lyrically witty fairy 
tale that’s not only funny and percep- 
tive, but whose ensemble excellence 
may even call for a Kleenex too. (Opens

BACK HOME 


‘RICHARD DIEBENKORN.”’ AT THE SF 
MUSEUM OF MODERN ART. THROUGH 
JAN. 24.

ONE SENSE, Richard Dieben- 
komn’s retrospective at the SF 
Museum of Modem Art might be 
thought of as California’s 

Matisse show. Not only has Matisse 
remained one of Diebenkom’s two 
great modernist heroes (Cézanne is 
the other), the really big-name block- 
busters generally originate on the East 
Coast and rarely travel west of the 
Mississippi. 

But it’s hard to imagine the cami- 
val atmosphere of New York’s 
Matisse show swirling around 
Diebenkor’s contemplative, intro- 
spective canvases. Organized by the 
White Chapel Gallery in London, San 
Francisco is the final stop on a five- 
city tour of what Diebenkorn himself 
considers to be the definitive survey 
of his oeuvre (it was seen in London, 
Madrid, Frankfurt, and Los Angeles 
before winding up here — whereupon 
an additional 19 paintings from Bay 
Area collections were added to the 
other 43). 

Yet in another sense, “Richard 
Diebenkorn” is the story of a local 
boy making good. Born in Portland in 
1922, Diebenkom grew up in San 
Francisco and attended Stanford in 
the early 1940s. His artistic horizons 
(which back then meant Edward Hop- 
per’s existential Americana) were 
broadened immeasurably when a 
painting instructor took the students 


to lunch at the home of Michael and 
Sarah Stein (Gertrude’s kinfolk) on 
the Peninsula. Hanging on the walls 
were paintings by Picasso, Matisse, 
and Cézanne. It was a fateful and 
fruitful encounter that not only pro- 
vided Diebenkom with food for 
thought on those afternoons, but also 
would nourish him continuously for 
the rest of his long career. 

After a two-year hitch in the 
Marines, Diebenkom retumed to the 
Bay Area and enrolled in the Califor- 
nia Institute of Fine Arts (renamed the 
SF Art Institute in 1960). It was here 
that he first rubbed elbows with local 
upstarts like Clyfford Still, David 
Park, and Elmer Bischoff, painters 
dedicated to putting a Bay Area spin 
on abstract expressionism (by and 
large an East Coast phenomenon cen- 
tered in New York City). 

As one wends one’s way through 
the first section of the exhibit, it’s 
clear that while Diebenkorm was 
rapidly assimilating everything under 
the bicoastal sun in the late 1940s and 
eatly 1950s — Painting II (Robert 
Motherwell’s molten menace); Un- 
titled (Mark Rothko’s luminous color 
fields minus the metaphysical bag- 
gage); Berkeley (Willem de Koon- 
ing’s whiplash collisions between 
colored skeins) — he was still feeling 
his way through abstract expression- 
ism’s choppy confluences and had yet 
to chart hisown course. - 

Diebenkom’s art has often been 
likened to a pendulum that swings 
incessantly back and forth between 
representation (ultimately hinging 
around the human figure, even when 


masked in abstract camouflage) and 
abstraction (primarily landscape). 
And while he, along with Park and 
Bischoff (the three even shared a 
Shattuck Avenue studio for a time), 
achieved national recognition as a 
member of the Bay Area figurative 


school in the mid-1950s, landscape 


and figuration have never been 
mutually exclusive realms in his oeu- 
vre, but ones that intermingled along 
the same continuum. 

Regardless of which motif is the 
more pronounced, Diebenkom’s 
paintings are relentlessly architec- 
tonic. In Girl on a Terrace (1956), 
for instance, the model’s striped skirt 
resembles a fluted column. Along 
these same lines, his skies tend to be 
more dynamic than the physically 
and psychologically inert figures 
beneath them. Arms and legs fold, 
flail, and cut through the canvas like 
two-by-fours, with the stiff limbs 
functioning as structural girders and 
stabilizing anchors within the paint- 
ed composition. 

Three small details froma sleepy 
suburban street scene, Ingleside 
(1963), nonchalantly presage the suite 
of paintings that would obsess the 
artist from 1967 until the mid-1980s. 
Diebenkom is best known for his 
Ocean Park paintings, an epic series 
of starkly abstract canvases named 
after an amusement park in Santa 
Monica, the beachside community 
where he kept his studio (the exhibit 
contains no fewer than 20 of these 
mammoth oils). To some extent, they 
pay homage to Matisse’s View of 
Notre Dame (probably the most 
abstract painting the French master 
ever did) and The Studio, Quai St.- 
Michel (1916). But Diebenkom. 
favors the foggy half-light of South- 
em California smog over Matisse’s 
brilliant Mediterranean blaze. 

In spite of their monumental size, 
the Ocean Park paintings, even more 
than the earlier works, are surpris- 
ingly intimate palimpsests that lay 
bare and document the very process 


of painting them: Decisions and hesi- 


tations flutter over the scumbled sur- 
face like dim specters. Likewise, 
they can be read as self-portraits — 
low-key, level-headed and down-to- 
earth even as the Pacific Ocean’s 
pale blue mist is reflected in the sky. 
Like the artist himself, rarely do they 
take you on an emotional roller- 
coaster. 

“J think what is more important is 
a feeling of strength in reserve — 
tension beneath the calm,” Dieben- 
korn once said. Not only does the 
crepuscular light cast a muted radi- 
ance that generates a quiet reverie, 
the artist holds everything in 
abeyance on top of the picture plane 
as he masterfully manipulates ele- 
ments within a cubist/Cézanne-like 
framework: Diagonal bands slice 
through rectilinear grids to generate 
a muffled patchwork of interlocking 


geometries — squares, triangles, and 


rectangles. Near and far are blurred 
as overlapping planes advance and 
recede like a gentle ocean swell. 

In Diebenkorn’s mature works, 


past and present mesh into an invigo- 


rating visual topography. With 
“Richard Diebenkom,” it’s obvious 


we’re in the presence of a true Amer-

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EA-SKI 


INCE FILLING the trunk of my run-down 1977 
Caprice Classic with a couple hundred watts of 
speaker power, a number of my tapes have gone 
from good to better. Generally, it’s the hardcore 
stuff, the stuff that speaks more through beats than words, 
and demands that the listener buck nostalgia, feel the 
breeze, and get into the logic of the streets. 
Somewhere near the top of this class is EA-SKI, an 
East Oakland duo whose seven-song EP, One Step Ahead 
of Y'all, is a bumpin’ lesson in ghettocentricity. Start- 
ing up conventional — with SKI angrily slamming the 
competition against a wall of low-grade funk — it grows 
more musical and compelling with each song (except for 
“Up in the Guts,” a weakly scripted pornographic tale 
better left alone). Amid a torrent of synthesizer swells 
and big hairy beats, SKI paints pictures in gangsta hues 
and then reinterprets them in personal and moral terms: 
Drinking 40s and smoking dank is seen as a trendy pose 





(“One Step Ahead of Y’all”); listening to your mother 
could save your life (“Mama Used to Say”); and mate- 
Tialism is the surest road to spiritual and physical bankrupt- 
cy (“Straight Bizness”). 

Though SKI spends a little too much time dissing 
“fake sell-out niggas,” the topic makes more sense in 
his hands than it does in the hands of countless big- 
label rappers — mainly because it feels more like an 
ideology related to his circumstances than a market- 
ing ploy. Committed to hardcore local rap since the 
mid-’80s, SKI and partner CMT have recently started 
their own production company and music studio in East 
Oakland. Besides producing three of the cuts on Spice 
1’s recent debut, they’ve also done songs for Master 
P, the Real Untouchables, and the Governor — all of 
whom are currently being test run in my boomin’ new 
system.

T’dsay they do too. Listening to 17 Reasons, you don’t exact- 
ly get swept into Kerouac-ian reverie — or the urge to pack 
yout bags and move out of Pacific Heights. Although the comp’s 
title — taken from the enigmatic sign high over Thrift Town’s 
17th Street building — shows a flair for urban mythopoiesis, the 
six groups on it collectively manage an unaffected chronicle of 
white misfits living, drinking, and aging in the decaying neigh- 
borhood they can’t quite call home. 

On “Corer Store,” the Bedlam Rovers put their thrashy 
Celtic rock behind one woman’s long-suppressed cry of outrage 
at daily sexual street hassles. No politics or poetics, just a straight- 
forward report of fear and humiliation on an errand to buy dog 

_ food. And when the singer grimaces “I want to put him out of 
_ his misery / Of course I mean this historically,” her conflicted 
_ feelings of political sympathy and personal hatred come through 
_ with unnerving precision. 

__ J-Church (whoma friend commends for choosing the most lyri- 


cal Muni line as its name) turns in a charging, Superchunk-y bit 
of pop punk called “The Sound of Mariachi Bands.” 
It’s an affecting collection of hard-luck bar stories 
that merge into the speaker’s own generalized 
despair. The semi-threadbare formula works because 
of its Mission-specific imagery — “Camels, spilled 
Coronas and the sound of mariachi bands” — and 
the way that the tme’s sing-songy conclusion leaves 
us with a simple gesture of defeat: “In the moming 
the sun fills my room/I think I'll call in sick today 
and keep my afternoon.” 

Strawman’s similarly catchy “Ballast” has a 
certain pugnacious charm to it, but the lyrics are 
sufficiently stricken with Beat-damaged artiness 
(“On this holy sunset in the Mission / romping in 
the belly of the beast”) and delusions of rebel- 
hood (“We're the bug up the city’s ass”) that I 
can’t really get behind the singer’s gurgling exhortations. 


Timco’s “Blackout” glides along nicely in a dreamy, hero- 
in mode before kicking into a dark “Sister Ray”- 
ish crunch, and Jawbreaker’s “Kiss the Bottle” 
slashes through a raw and tidily tragic apology 
from one member of a Barfly-ish couple to his 


Steel Pole Bath Tub tums in an uncharacteris- 
tic final cut that’s nonetheless perfect for the occa- 
sion. The densely churning, near-psychedelic cover 
of the Pogues’ “Down All the Days” has a rol- 
licking if slightly tweaky ebullience to it — a clos- 
ing gesture of warmth and rough-hewn bonhomie

Calls like these — close to a thousand 
this year — get quick responses from the 
free lawyer-staffed hot line (916-485-2912) 
of the California First Amendment Coali- 
ton. 

But the hot line is just part of the ser- 
vice offered by CFAC. For example, last 
year Nat Hentoff of the Village Voice 
observed that public schools teach practi- 
cal lessons about censorship but next to 
nothing about the broader meanings of 
the First Amendment tradition and how 
to preserve it. So now the Coalition, 
knowing that most teachers want to do 





better, is working to begin providing 
them with a first-rate study guide and 
training workshops next year. With pro- 
grams like these, the California First 
Amendment Coalition is on the front 
lines every day, continuing the fight to 
preserve our freedoms and help us exer- 
cise our rights.

“Textures of Nature” is like a Zen wake- 
up call to city folk who don’t think twice 
about ingesting clouds of carbon monox- 
ide but never stop to srnell the roses. Nes- 
tled in the backwoods of Live Oak Park, 
the Berkeley Art Center is the ideal site 
. for seven Northern California installation 
artists (Alan Firestone, Angela Lim, Barry 
McGee, Susan Parker, Kiyoko Sarada, 


e Anne Siberell, Thet Win) to buck post- 
a ~modernism’s fickleness with fashion. From 


the free-spirited Sarada — who contin- 
ues her down-to-earth, up-in-the-clouds 
dialectic as she transforms russet pota- 
toes into hippopotamuses and porcu- 
pines — to Win‘s surreal tool shed (Nor 
Plant | It from Rose or Myrtle Tree) and 
Firestone’s Passage, an axis-mundi (a 
wreath of roses and wooly trunk) placed 
in the center of BAC’s rustic hexagonal 
room, “Textures of Nature” is rich and 
refreshingly unpretentious.
